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WEST PALM BEACH—I doff my cap 
to the CAP. In fact, I almost wish J were 
a two-headed calf and had two caps to doff 
to the CAP, 


I didn’t feel this way until two hours 


ago when I completed.a trip from Daytona’ 


Beach to a' base near West Palm Beach 
with two Civil Air Patrol captains. They 
came up and. brought me down so I could 
do a few stories on what is the old:man’s 


' branch of the Air Service. 


Before I go any further, let me tell you 
that I have never met fliers for whom IJ 
have more admiration, and that goes for 
the hot fighter pilots I have watched take 
off for sweeps over France and Germany 


-Fortresses in the face of enemy flak and 
fighters. 

The two CAP captains, Zack Mosley and 
Art Keil, brought me down in a ship that 
looked as if it were on lease-lend from 
the Smithsonian Institute. I wouldn’t be 
at all surprised, in fact, if its motor wasn’t 
stolen from Eli Whitney’s cotton gin. Yet 

; this crate, this fugitive from a salvage 
drive; is the pride of the coastal patrol 
base near here from which they operate. 

We took off from a military base and 
-the kids there couldn’t help but laugh as 
we. taxied to the line between rows of 
modern dive-bombers and pursuit planes. 
Sold at auction, the CAP ship wouldn’t 
bring enough to buy the instrument panel 
on->any of the ships we wheeled and 
coughed along between getting to the run- 
way. Its own instrument panel would make 
the face of a Mickey Mouse watch seem 
complicated, and the few dismal little in- 


struments on the dashboard ‘didn’t work. - 


The air speed indicator showed eight miles 
per bn as we were airborne and 210 
whefi. we cleared a pine thicket so closely 
that I could have robbed a sparrow’s nest 
Zhad I chosen to. 

Captains Keil and Mosley, who have 
been flying this ship and others much 
more dilapidated for a year and a half, 
could not understand my alarm when we 
approached it on the ramp. But to a man 
who only recently came back from England 
with the absolute last word in military 
airplanes, this rag, a bone and a hank of 
hair was a tremendous shock. It was tied 
down, to start with. Not that anyone would 
ever want to steal it, but the prop-wash 
of any of the planes parked around it 
would blow it into the air by itself. They 
assured me that while quite a few of the 
accessories were not in working order, they 
were positive that the mighty 90-horse- 
power motor would operate and that the 


wings would stay on—provided we steered - 


around bad weather. 


“After all,” they said, “we have been. 


flying this ship on anti-submarine patrol 


and. the bomber boys who tool the giant ~ 
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hundreds of hours and ‘with a much heavier" 
load than we have today.” Lae 

As we taxied to the line, Capt. Mosley, 
who draws another daredevil of-the. air, 
“Smiling Jack,” was at the controls and 
Capt. Keil. at the repairs. Keil tied some 
mysterious ‘strings together, put on some 
earphones that didn’t work and manually 
held a ventilator closed. It was, the only 
plane I ever was in that underwent repairs 
while taxiing to take off. , 

We came down as the crow flies, but we 
didn’t beat any crows who were following 
the same flight plan. We had an exciting 


race with a pelican near Fort Pierce and 


were proudly holding our own until the 
pelican changed his prop-pitch and left. us 
as if we. were standing still. Two seagulls 
buzzed us, but we were more maneuverable 
and we turned inside of them. 


It was consoling to have Mosley at the 
controls. He has proved with “Smiling 
Jack” that there is nothing too tough for 
a pilot. Also, being the creator of “Smiling 
Jack,” I knew that even if we had to make 
a forced landing in the scrub or on one 
of the little islands along the coast, a red- 
hot lil’ de-icer like Joy or Cindy would be 
there in a sarong to greet us. And IJ am 
the sort of man: who will make a crash 
landing -for the opportunity to make a fly- 
ing tackle at a coral princess. 

When we landed, a group of CAPs were 
taking off on a routine flight. Out over the 
sea they disappeared,. flying planes that 
made ours look like a luxury liner. in com- 
parison. Any time you want to sing a song 
to some unsung heroes, lift your voices to 
these middle-aged men, all volunteers, who 
are doing a hazardous job with equipment 
that would make Pratt and Whitney have 
gooseflesh that Douglas could see all the 


. way from California. - 


I, one of the few civilians ever given 
permission to go on a CAP patrol, had 
to be given the information that anyone 
who rides in a single-motored jalopy over 
the ocean must have. I can tell you now 
there is no better eye-opener in the world 
than this informtaion. I have tried raw 
eggs and Worcestershire in my times, as, 
well as some of the pelt of the pooch that, 
bit me, but nothing ever opened my eyes 
as fast or as completely as when Maior Ike 
Vermilya,. base commander, handed me a 
yellow canvas bag that looked like a valise 
and asked, “Can you work this?” 

I told him my wife always did the pack- 
ing at my house, but I could make a stab 
at putting in it whatever he wanted. 

“That’s the life raft, he said. “As an 
observer it is your responsibility, in case 
you are forced down in the ocean, to get 
out of the ship and launch the raft.” 

I am a dull fellow as a rule, but I 
mastered the intricacies of that raft in 
nothing flat. If they neds taught life-raft 
launching in school, I would have been 
valedictorian of my class. 

As a matter of fact, I came close to 


‘ 
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telling Major Vermilya. that ,I didn’t need chia 
any instructions. Telling me how-to operate”. 


that life raft’ was like telling a fellow how 
to pull his foot out ofa fire. Then. J ot 


instructions, on how: to operate’ my» Mae - 


West, which as. you know is the 


proper 
name for a flier’s life jacket. L 


Then I -was instructed on the use of the’ 
shark knife which was attached to ony ~ 
Mae West. While I was practicing slashes. . 


with. my knife’ at imaginary sharks, “he 
Major told me what to do with my sea 
marker, which is a little packet of powder, 
also attached to the Mae West. When jou 
release this, it stains a. vivid green’ and’ 
rescue parties can tell that you were in that 
vicinity not Iong before. 

All the time I was getting my lesson ny 
pilot was watching me to see how well I 


learned. You couldn’t blame him, because- 


to take me along he was leaving behind a 
thousand-hour observer who undoubtedly 
could launch a raft, kill sharks and leave 
the green calling card in less time than 


it would take me to yell “What do.I do 


now? I’ve forgotten everything they have- 
told me.” 

' The sun was just saying good morning 
to the horizon when the pilot gave the 
little Stinson Voyager the gun and we 
skimmed the tops of the palmettos and 
then the scrub pines. A few minutes later 


the coast of Florida was behind us and we © 


were over the sea. The Civil Air Patrol 
pilot switched off the running lights and 
we began to “walk” our beat. Our beat 
was a certain number of miles of the 
Atlantic Ocean and our job was to inspect 
it and police it for everything over it, on 
it and under it. 

As an unqualified observer, being per- 
haps the first civilian to fly a patrol with 
the CAP, I was strictly.on the lookout for 
submarines and nothing else. My pilot, 
Capt. Art Keil, soon corrected me on this 
score. While submarines are the major 
quarry of the CAP, it overlooks nothing 
else. 

The Captain turned my stomath inside- 
out five or six times with wing-overs to 
swoop down to ripple height to take a 
look at driftwood. He wanted to determine 
whether or not the driftwood was just drift- 
wood or whether or not it was a bit of 
a lifeboat or something knocked off the 
superstructure of a wrecked ship. Nothing 
was too unimportant for us to study. We 
hovered over the wrecks of ships to see 
that their markers were still in place. We 
examined oil slicks to make certain that 
the oil came from the hold of the known 
wreck and not from some lurking sub. We 
found a partially submerged lifeboat and 
led a near-by fishing smack to it, so she 
could take it in tow. The Navy wants such 
things. 

When we flew high, our sister patrol 


ship. flew low and vice versa, thus enabling . 


our patrol to have two perspectives at all 
times. The CAP now works in pairs. There: 
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was a time when these little 90-horsepower 
pingle engine landplanes worked over the 
sea ‘alone. It soon became obvious that 
this was too dangerous. To show you how 
quickly these tiny sport planes go down 
at sea, the CAP personnel is trained to 
abandon ship in less than 15 ‘seconds. 


| Traveling in pairs makes it possible for the 


surviving ship to send a radio call for 
assistance, drop extra life rafts and stand 
by to: lead surface craft to the spot. 


This. must be remembered about. the 
CAP: whereas the Army and Navy fliers 


are daily getting improved models of ev- 


erything, the CAP material is going down- 
hill. It is using all pre-Pearl Harbor équip- 


ment, and there are no replacements avail- 


able. Planes that were built to fly 200 | 
hours a year already have flown. more than 


a thousand. The fact that these planes are 
still in the air and aiding tremendously in 
the winning of the Battle of the Atlantic is 
a great tribute to the volunteer CAP engi- 


neers and mechanics who keep them flying. : 


To fully appreciate-the CAP you must 
go on a patrol and fly out there over the 
ocean. In spite’ of the ever-present danger 
the thing that bothers the CAP ee now 
is monotony. There was a time when hell 
was popping all up and down the coast. 

s my pilot said after we had scanned 
the ocean four hours, “It’s pretty tiresome 


_ work; isn’t it?” I agreed, but I couldn’t 


help ‘thinking how much the fact that the 
work had. become monotonous reflected 
credit on the CAP and the part it had 
played in making a hellish job montonous. 

en. we came. in after patrolling our 


‘beat, I felt like sending the national com- 


mander of the outfit, Col. Earle L. Johnson, 
a wire telling him what he already must 
know—that when he thought up the idea 
of the CAP he did his country a magnif- 


icent service.

To THE MEMBERS AND Capers oF Crvit Am PATROL: 


As our organization begins its third. year of service, the outlook for CAP is more 
favorable than at any time since we began. The past year has marked the transition 
to our new status as an auxiliary of the Army Air Forces so that our efforts are now 
concentrated on rendering the most practical’ assistance we can to the Air Forces 
around the world. 


The most direct aid we can give them is to see that the quotas of air crew recruits 
are filled each month with keen young men from every corner of the country. Hence 
the recruiting of Aviation Cadets was the first big job the Army gave us after we 
became an auxiliary. When this work started, you were advised that the further 
usefulness of CAP would be judged very largely on performance of this major assign- 
ment. What the Army thinks of the results will now be made evident to every unit 
in a very tangible way. ; 

I am happy to announce that 288 Army aircraft of the liaison type are being 
turned over to CAP for distribution among the 48 Wings. This week, 110 Taylorcraft 
L-3s are being delivered to CAP. Every Wing is getting at least two out of this first 
shipment. Additional Taylorcrafts and Aeroncas will-be distributed. The number sent 
to each Wing will depend upon CAP membership and activity. These brand new planes 
are to be used in the furtherance of CAP’s Aviation Cadet recruiting activities. 


For the long pull, the most important aid we can give to recruiting will be the 
CAP Cadet program in which young men of. 15 and 16 will be made ready for the 
mental and physical examinations at 17 and will continue their CAP training for 
another year, as members of the Air Corps Enlisted Reserve, before they are called 
to active duty at 18. The merit of the CAP Cadet program is fully recognized and you 
will hear a great deal more about it in the weeks to come.

“The activities of the Fort Myers Squad- 
ron of the CAP have resulted in the training 
of 16 civilian instructors for nearby Army 
Primary Training schools and in interest- 
ing a large number of civilians in avia- 
tion,” according to Lt. F. E. Forehand, 
squadron commander.

High schools 
are beginning to. participate so that the 
program is fast going into the new phase 
of signing up hundreds at once in.a single 
school, putting them: ‘into uniform and 
starting their training. Where this is about 
to happen, little plans will no longer suffice. 

Two main problems must be anticipated: 
drill halls and instructors. In this vicinity, 
temporary ceilings have been met for lack 
of space. But the difficulties are being over- 
come. Armories or schools with suitable 
facilities are found and boys on the waiting 
list’are called in to form new squadrons. 

In getting instructors, the units which- 
have buckled down to their CAP training 
over the last two years will have members 
with the necessary qualifications to teach 
aviation subjects such as meteorolozy and 
navigation. But it. will’ be a big job to train 
all the cadets who are needed, so now is 
the time to canvass the community for 
persons’ who can teach auxiliary subjects 
such as drill, code, radio, first aid and 
aircraft identification. In most cities and 
towns there are citizens qualified to teach 
such subjects on short notice even though 
they do not have the desired background 
in other CAP required courses which they 
can cover by joining the patrol and learn- 
ing as they go along.

What Is A 
“Barracuda 
Bucket” 


The name of this publication, “Barracuda |4 
Bucket,” stems from antiquity—well, if 
you want to call the old bootlegging days 
antiquity. 

In those days the rum runners used to 
cross the rough, tough Gulf Stream with 
gunwales of their oftimes frail and flimsy 
craft awash because of the. load they car- 
ried. Sometimes accidents happened. 

Because of the frequency of those acci- 
dents, many of the ’leggers carried a home- 
made livesaving rig, known as the barra- 
cuda bucket. Zack Mosley’s drawing of 
one is shown on this page. It consisted of 
an old inner tube, from which a shroud of 
canvas hung, and into which the survivor 4 
could climb, float and still be protected 
from that most vicious of all fish, the 
barracuda. 

In the early days of the CAP, when it 
still was being organized at Morrison Field 
and was starting patrol duty on a wing 
and a prayer, the modern life rafts were 
not available. But the barracuda bucket 
served. It was adapted to CAP use by 
Thorne Donnelley, then communications 
officer of the CAP patrol squadron, now - 
commander, USNR. Included in the equip- 
ment was an emergency kit bag of some 
16 items calculated to keep the CAP flier 
from being hungry, thirsty or too unhappy. 
It held water, chocolate bar, mirror, flash- 
light, first aid material, fish line and. sim- 
ilar items.

Story of Patrol Work Is Released 


By Capt. Art Keil CAP Intelligence Officer CAP CP NO. 3 


Some indication of what Florida’s anti- 
submarine bases accomplished during the 
months they battled Nazi U-boats off the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coasts, protected ves- 
seis and convoys, rescued survivors of at- 
tacks, wrecks and air mishaps, «may be 
gained from the brief report of CAPCP 
No. 8, Lantana. 


The third such base to be activated in 
the United States, it was set up only three 
weeks after the initial experiment with 
CAP planes in coastal patrol work. Origi- 
nally designed as a 90-day experiment, the 
Third Task Force, as it was known, became 
the training ground for staff officers for 
numerous other Florida bases. 


Members of its staff were sent out 
throughout the country to install new bases 
as the system expanded and much of the 
vractice and equipment originated at 
Base Three was adopted throughout the 
Coastal Patrol. 


The “barracuda bucket,” which served 
as emergency life-saving equipment for 
many months while CAP was acquiring life 
rafts, was first used at Morrison Field 
where Base Three launched its operations. 
As other bases were activated, the equip- 
ment was either produced for them at West 
Palm Beach, or samples sent out for dupli- 
cation. Originally developed during rum- 
running days, the tire-and-bag life saver 
was perfected by Comdr. Thorne Donnelley, 
TJSNR, then a member of the outfit. 


Success of the Florida bases may be 
ascribed to various factors, most import- 
ant of which was the preparedness result- 
ing from Florida Defense Force and selec- 
tion of experienced World War I pilots 
and fixed base operators as commanders. 
Under Lt. Col. Wright Vermilya, Jr., who 
was then air officer attached to Brig. Gen. 
Vivien Collins’ Florida Defense Force 
staff, the air arm of FDF was highly de- 
veloped. In this the active encouragement 
of Gen. Collins, Gen. Albert H. Blanding 
and Governor Spessard L. Holland, spear- 
heading Florida’s preparedness effort; was 
laigely responsible for success of the move, 
which preceded initial organization of Civil 
Air Patrol by more than a year. When 
CAP was organized Col. Vermilya offered 
the active units in FDF and nearly 1,500 
pilots in Florida Air Reserve, its auxiliary, 
to the national organization, and when 
it became necessary to organize the anti- 
submarine units, personnel and planes were 
ready. 

Maj. Julius Gresham at Flagler Beach; 
Maj. Lloyd Fales at Miami; Maj. Peter J. 
Jones at Sarasota were all members of the 
state staff of Florida Air Reserve or Flori- 
da Defense Force; all were experienced 
pilots and fixed base operators who had 


learned during the lean years of aviation 
how far one piece of baling wire would 
streteh. And since much of the operation 
of the Coast Patrol during the early stages 
required just that type of ingenuity, suc- 
cess of the operation was inevitable. 


Their long experience also gave them 
high personal priorities in personnel-pick- 
ing. They either knew where to find good 
tilots or they could spot them in one hop 
around the field and their resultant staffs 
and flight sactions were tops. 


Records were not immediately available 
from the other Coast Patrol bases in Flori- 
da, but subsequent issues of Barracuda 
Bucket will give you their stories. 

However Base Three, which operated a 
year and a half from Morrison Field and 
Lantana may be taken as typical of the 
CAP operations in Florida. 


The third coastal patrol base to be acti- 
vated in the United States, the local unit 
operated for a year and a half from Mor- 
rison Field and Lantana airbase. Comprised 
entirely of volunteer local personnel, furn- 
ishing their »wn private planes, the squad- 
ron flew approximately 2,000,000 miles in 
anti-submarine operations, spotted and 
bombed numerous enemy submarines, res- 
cued and assisted in rescue of personnel 
¢f merchant ships, army and navy planes; 
saved approximately a dozen merchant 
ships from submarine attack and received 
a number of commendations from the army 
commands under which it operated. They 
were paid a per diem covering plane op- 
eration and personal expenses. 

Although they flew single-engine land 
planes, overloaded with life-raft equip- 
ment, bombs and depth charges, on regular 
dawn to dusk patrol up to 50 miles off the 
coast, only two planes were lost in the 
ecean and none of the personnel was in- 
jured from this base. More than a half 
dozen forced landings were made on the 


‘beach or on land without major damage to 


planes, it was reported, 


Flying without armament during the first 
few months of operation the CAP Pilots 
drove enemy submarines away from mer- 
chant vesseis by diving on the conning 
towers. One such caSe in which the enemy 
was stuck on a sand bar for 42 minutes 
while the CAP pilot called for assistance 
resulted in the order from Gen. H. H. 
Arnold to arm all CAP coastal patrol 
planes. 

Six members of the crew of the army 
transport plane “Flying Dutchman” who 


bailed out over the ocean one night were 
toeated and Coast Guard craft led to their 
location a half hour after sunrise. The 
plane, on its automatic pilot, was later 


found crashed against the side of a moun- 
tain in Mexico. 

Majority of the personnel were over- 
age pilots or men unqualified physically 
for the armed forces. 


P. B. County 


Since the first meeting was called to 
order August 23, 1943, with 28 members 
answering the roll call, the Palm Beach 
County Sqd. C.A.P.. Cadets has grown 
from a group of boys and girls with little 
military training to a fine military organi- 
zation. 

The personnel of the Sqd. now numbers 
better than 150 members in all, 100 boys 
and 60 girls. 

When the first classes were organized 
they were hampered by the lack of in- 
structors and only met on Thursday nights 
of each week for radio code instruction by 
Lt. D. R. Thompson and meteorology in- 
struction by Lt. E. C. Adams, each han- 
dling from 25 to 50 cadets at a time. But 
now they have classes in meteorology on 
Friday nights for boys only who are at 
lenst 17 and juniors in high school, and 
classes after regular school hours on air 
navigation and meteorology instructed by 
an army instructor. They also hold a 
class on radio code at the Lantana CAP 
Base for 17 year olds on Sunday and 
they fly a little as well. 

The newest class to be started is a 
weekly rifle practice held each Thursday 
night at the American Legion Indoor Rifle 
Range, the class is instructed by Capt. 
B. B. Beil and Capt. H. F. Bailey, both of 
Morrison Field. The Cadets Corps has 
thirty non-commissioned officers ranging 
from 1st Sgt. to Cpl. 1st Lt. L. D. Simon 
is commanding officer, 2nd Lt. C. F. Jack- 
son is executive officer. 

The girl cadets are commanded by 2nd 
Lt. Nell Behr. She is assisted by F/O L. 
Shankland. The Palm Beach County 
Squadron of CAP Cadets is composed of 
boys and girls from West Palm Beach, 
Palm Beach, Lake Worth, Lantana, Boyn- 
ton and Delray Beach.

Cadets On New Program 


Amid the airplanes, welding tools, mo- 
tors, and other intricate paraphernalia of 
flight, some 300 cadets of the greater Mi- 
ami area CAP Squadron, heard the program 
of classes being started for them. 


All this took place at the Coral Gables 
Coliseum. This was recently loaned to 
the CAP cadets by Embry-Riddle Flying 
School. Several civilian training planes 
and engines are also furnished to be com- 
pletely overhauled. There are also count- 
less airplane parts and assemblies. The 
Coliseum was originally equipped to train 
Army personnel. 

Valuable classes covering every con- 
ceivable phase of aircraft are being of- 
fered on Friday from 1730 to 2030 (5:80 to 
8:30 for you who are not acquainted with 
military time.) There is also one special 
class on Sunday from 1400 to 1700, which 
is compusory for every cadet. Not all this 
time is occupied with studies. Drilling to 
martial music (via public address system), 
will be a great deal more enjoyable than 
the “hut, hut, thrup, haw,” the age old 
chant of the drill sargeants. 

The classes to be held on Fridays, of 
which a cadet must take three in order 
to obtain his credit in high school, are: 
Elementary navigation, advanced naviga- 


tion, radio and blinker, introductory air- 
plane math2omatics and physics (cadets 
who take physics in high school are inelig- 
ible for this course), general service and 
maintenance of aircraft, meteorology, 
power plants, and communications pro- 
cedure. 

The classes to be held on Sondays are: 
Recognition of aircraft and surface vessels, 
CAA regulations, instruments, theory of 
flight, practical mechanics, and general 
service and operation of aircraft. 


For those cadets who pack their gray 
matter away with their books, Friday after- 
noon at 3:30, as little as one class on Friday 
and Sunday will be sufficient, but no high 
school credit will be given. Refreshments, 
consisting of milk and sandwiches, will be 
available for our cadet chow-hounds. 

The Coliseum far exceeds the limited 
facilities available at the Seybold and In- 
graham Bldgs. Those cadets who have 
attended classes at “742” or the “Sunshine 
Room” will appreciate what this means. 

Cadets who were too dazzled by the 
magnificence of viewing real live aircraft 
at proximity to listen very carefully to what 
was being said, will be happy to learn that 
the courses will not be all “paper” work.

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Patrols Given High Navy Praise 


High praise from the nation’s highest 
Navy officers was given Civil Air Patrol 
for its anti-submarine work in a recent 
announcement from National Hq. releasing 
information that the Coast Patrols had 
been discontinued. 

Liquidation, reorganization or transfer 
of the Florida bases has been completed 
in many instances, while personnel of oth- 
ers awaits new assignments to aid the war 
effort. 

Florida bases, it was pointed out, com- 
prised nearly one-fourth of all those along. 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. Organized 
under the direction of Lt. Col. Wright 
Vermilya, Jr., when he was wing com- 
mander, the anti-submarine bases were 
manned almost entirely by Florida person- 
nel and in a majority of cases the men 
were on duty for the duration of the as- 
signment. 

Maj. Julius Gresham, at Daytona and 
Flagler Beach; Lt. Col. Vermilya at West 
Palm Beach and Lantana; Maj. Lloyd 
Fales at Chapman Field, Miami; Maj. Peter 
J. Jones at Sarasota and the base at Pana- 
ma City were handed one of the toughest 
assignments on the entire Atlantic Coast. 

To them and their men and women who 
overcame ail obstacles to achieve an ef- 
ficient operation, often under great diffi- 
culties, both Army and Navy commands 
have expressed their praise and gratitude. 

Announcement from CAP headquarters 
stated discontinuance of CAP coastal pa- 
trol was “a part of the general policy of 
withdrawing all Army participation from 
anti-submarine activities. Now we are able 
to release the facts and to review the 
brilliant work of CAP’s civilian volunteers 
who did so much to help clear our vital 
shipping routes and thus to help win the 
Battle of Africa and the advancing Bat- 
tle of Italy. As has been previously an- 
nounced, the Navy now has sufficient 
planes and crews to assume full responsi- 
bility. The army air forces accordingly 
have discontinued their anti-submarine work 
and the AAF Anti-submarine command 
has suspended operations.” 

For the Navy, Admiral E. J. King, com- 
mander in chief of the United States fleet 
said, with regard to CAP coastal patrol; 

“I request that you express to them a 
‘Well Done’ for their enthusiastic, loyal 
and constant cooperation in combating the 
submarine menace, patrolling our coast-line 
and assisting the location of survivors and 
ships in distress.” 

Admiral Adolphus Andrews, commander 
of the Eastern Sea Frontier, said: “Your 
unit has rendered invaluable services to 
this command in fulfillment of its war 
mission of protecting shipping and combat- 
ting the submarine menace. The tasks 
performed by CAPCP have been many; in- 


cluding anti--submarine patrols, escort mis- 
sions, searches for known or suspected 
submarines and assisting in rescues after 
marine and 1erial] casualties, 

“In the performance of these tasks there 
has been displayed a skill, energy, resource- 
fulness and disregard for danger which 
are in the highest tradition of the Ameri- 
can armed forces Now on your departure 
from the Eastern Sea Frontier I extend 
to you and to your men my thanks for 
your cooperation and wish you all the 
greatest success in your next assignments. 
Well Done!’’ 

Civil Air Patrol set up its first coastal 
bases early last year when enemy subma- 
rines were taking a heavy toll of ship- 
ping in the coastal sea lanes. Because 
the Army and Navy needed all available 
equipment urgently at other points, the 
newly-formed CAP was called upon for 
an experimental service originally expected 
to last only 90 days. Civilian volunteers 
brought their own planes, radios, and re- 
pair equipment to hastily improvised bases 
£0 operate against the U-boats. 

Results were so succeful that CAP 
bases were established to cover the coastal 
shipping lanes along the entite Atlantic 
and Gulf coast from Canada to Tampico, 
Mexico. Submarines about to attack con- 
voys crash-dived on the approach of CAP 
aircraft, although these single-motor land 
planes were entirely unarmed. Later, 
bombs and depth charges were added with 
deadly effect. By the combined efforts 
of Army, Navy, CAP, and Coast Guard, the 
submarine menace was rapidly abated. 

In this service, CAP pilots and observers 
flew more than 24,000,000 airplane miles 
over the ocean. They spotted 173 sub- 
marines, dropped bombs and depth charges 
against 57, and are officially credited with 
sinking or damagng at least two, in addi- 
tion to those sunk by Army or Navy air- 
craft called for the kill by CAP. 

CAP observers located 863 survivors of 
ship sinkings or aircraft crashes at sea, 
and 36 bodies. They found 17 floating 
mines, sometimes in the path of troop ships, 
Aircraft and ships in distress were reported 
on numerous occasions and their crews 
rescued. 

In this work, 20 CAP members lost their 
lives in forced landings at sea and six in 
crashes on land. Seven were seriously in- 
jured and 90 planes were lost or damaged 
beyond repair. 

Back of the Coastal Patrol was the work 
of the CAP organization with a Wing 
Command in each of the 48 states and local 
units in more than 1,000 communities. 
Out of these units came the equipment, 
a}l privately owned, for the sub hunt. Local 
training programs taught the necessary 
discipline, the precision flying methods, 


aud the 2-way radio communications pro- 
cedues necessary in spotting objects at sea, 
far out of sight of land, and reporting 
their position accurately to the shore bases. 

Thus the Coastal Patrol was a nation- 
wide undertaking. Men from 45 states, 
and also a nnmber of women who serve as 
plotting board operators and in clerical ca- 
pacities, are now entitled to wear on their 
CAP uniforms the Coastal Patrol emblem 
—a bomb dropping upon a_ submarine. 
Several dozen also wear the “Duck Club” 
emblem, CAP’s version .of the Caterpillar 
Club, for those who were rescued from 
forced landings in the water. 

While some members were assigned to 
Coastal Patrol on a 3-month basis, in order 
to utilize the services of men who could 
not spend longer periods away from their 
civilian work, many gave up their busi- 
nesses to volunteer for the duration and 
work full time without compensation ex- 
cept for per diem allowances which barely 
covered living expenses. The average age 
of the men on Coastal Patrol was 38. Many 
were flyers in the last war. Most were too 
old or otherwise disqualified for military 
service, but were determined to put their 
aviation knowledge to use on flying duties. 
a “Well Done!”

And -Or Demerits 


A new merit and demerit system having 
a maximum demerits possibility of 50 has 
been instituted for Miami CAP Cadets. 
Merits and commendations will be given 
for excellent work, superlative effort, in- 
dispensability in drill, class or office as- 
sistance. Insubordination, absence without 
leave, disregard of rules governing the 
wearing of the CAP Cadet uniform are 
bases for demerits. 

Commendation, new ratings, promotions, 
and infractions will be turned in by Cadet 
intelligence officer to Senior Squadron in- 
telligence officer for investigation and 
disposition by the CAB—Commanders Ad- 
visory Board. A Cadet Advisory Board 
composed of one staff officer from each 
squadron will assist the CAB and act on 
minor cases. 

All actions of the CAB will be made 
public in a special Order of the Day. A 
cadet when brought before the CAB or the 
Cadet Board to be tried, if found guilty, 
will be notified in writing immediately 
whether he is charged with a Class “A” of- 
fense or a Class “B” offense and the num- 
ber of demerits assigned him. <A cadet 
may be assigned extra duty hours and/or 
demerits. Any cadet having 10 demerits 
shall report himself to his commander to 
arrange for an appearance before the 
CAB. Any cadet having 50 demerits is 
automatically dishonorably discharged.

Assignment of Lt. Col. Wright Vermilya, 
Jr., as southern coordinating officer for 
CAP and announcement of his promotion to 
that rank was announced Jan. 1 by Na- 
tional Hq. ' 

The new neadquarters will be established 
at Lantana airport where Col. Vermilya 
has been stationed for nearly two. years, 
serving as Florida’s Wing commander and 
as the commanding officer of the first anti- 
submarine base to be established in the 
state. Command of Wing 41 was taken 
over some time ago by Maj. Richard P. 
Robbins of West Palm Beach. 

‘Flight activities will be increased 
throughout the Civil Air Patrol approxi- 
mately five times what they were when all 
of the Coastal Patrol bases were in opera- 
tion,” Col. Vermilya said. “Directives pro- 
vide for assistance, not only to the armed 
forces, but also to Federal, State, county 
and municipal agencies engaged in further- 
ing the war efforts. There are many use- 
ful missions for CAP which will help win 
the war sooner and relieve personnel of 
the armed forces for combat duties.” 

Col. Vermilya has accumulated some- 
where between 14,000 and 16,000 flying 
hours since he left college during World 
War I to join the Air Corps. He has held 
National Guard and Reserve commissions 
in Ohio and Arkansas, and organized the 
Florida Air Reserve and First Air Squad- 
ron, Florida Defense Force, more than a 
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year and a half before Pearl Harbor. His 
CAA license is No. 35 and he holds one 
of the first glider licenses to be issued in 
this country. He flew one of the nation’s 
first mail routes between Chicago and 
Kansas City.

SARASOTA — National Com- 
mander, Major General Lucas V. 
Beau, was the honored guest at 
the OctoLer 1, 2 and 3 Wing meet- 
ing in Sarasota. General Beau 
arrived at the Sarasota-Braden- 
ton Airport Saturday, October 2, 
and was welcomed by Major Matt 
Pilcher, Commander of Sarasota 
Squadron, and Wing Commander, 
Colonel Joseph Moody. Also wel- 
coming the general were reporters 
and photographers from the local 
papers. 

At the general meeting Satur- 
day the members of Florida Wing 
were told by their national com- 
mander that C. A. P. has “become 
of age”.

The squadron commanders were 
asked to get more cadets and 
were told to “go out and get some 
chaplains,” as that would help 
them to get cadets. 

Gen. Beau had some _ sharp 
words for “constructive” criticism 
for the organization as a whole. 
He said that he had received ad- 
verse criticism from high Air 


Force officers on the sloppy uni- 
forms of some C. A. P. members. 

The general stated that we 
should carry out more “problems” 
and further our training pro- 
grams. He also asked that we do 
something to cut down on acci- 
dents as C. A. P. has the highest 
of any flying nization in the 
ocuntry. A bet. communications 
network was emphasized. 

Col. Joseph Moody of Orlando, 
said there were 2,404 cadets in 
Florida Wing and 1,550 senior 
members. He ~ ‘1 that the wing 
would probably increased some, 
but that major emphasis would 
be placed on making it more ac- 
tive and an increased cadet pro- 
gram. 

Because of the strategic geo- 
graphic location of the state, the 
Florida Wing is one of the most 
important in the country, Col. 
Moody said. In time of emer- 
gency it would come under the 
Continental Defense Command. 

If there were an emergency, 
the wing is well set up for mobile 
support units which would give 
many forms of help, he added. In 
peace time one of the main func- 
tions of C. A. P. is search and res- 
cue operations, Col. Moody ex- 
plained. The C. A. P. performs 70 
per cent of these missions for the 
Air Force. 

Vice Mayor John Kicklighte: 
welcomed the C. A. P. members to 
Sarasota at the beginning of the 
business session held at the Lido 
Casino. He said the city was 
proud of its local C. A. P. squad- 
ron under Major Matt Pilcher. 

Col. Zack Mosley, well known 
comic strip artist, was master of 
ceremonies at the dinner held for 
the C. A. P members in Lido 
Beach Casino. A cocktail party, 
with Sarasota Squadron as host, 
preceded: the dinner which was 
followed by dancing.

What do you have for senior training? Some squadrons have all 
communications, others all navigation, meterology, etc., while others 
have no senior training at all, 

Having heard the pros and cons of this type of training we would 
like to set forth a few ideas on the subject. 

National Headquarters has put. out some very good manuals that 
could and should be incorporated in all senior training programs, 

Let's start witha class in CAPM 50-1, Introduction to Civil Air 
Patrol, We must all study this manual when we first join, but does it 
stay with us? A review of this manual for old members, as well as those 
just doting is well worth the time, 

APM 10-1, Administrative Guides and CAPM 20-1, Job Description 
Guide, are very good to acquaint all members with the. proper procedures 
on letter writing, inclosures, etc., as well as who is to do what job. 
Being familiar with all staff officer's duties, stops confusion in 
who does what, 


CAPM 50-4, Leadership in Management, Administration and Staff 
Organization, is a must for all personnel who wish to become staff 
officers or those who already hold staff positions, 

All flying personnel will be interested in CAPM 50-5, The CAP 
Observer. Every year at the annual effectiveness test there is a 
shortage of qualified observers, We have enough aircraft in this 
Wing to get the 10 hours flying time required, so let's study this 
manual and get the ground instruction, too, 

"Aerospace" is being incorporated into CAP more and more, CAPM 
50-6, Aerospace Orientation, is another must, 

Communicators as well as pilots and cadets, should study CAPM 
100-2, CAP Guide for Radio Operators, Anyone who flys a CAP aircraft 
with a radio installed, and uses a CAP mobile unit or fixed station, 
HF or VHF, must study this-tanual to know the correct operating pro~ 
cedures, se 

There is also a Survival Guide to become acquainted with, as wel] 
as the seven cadet study manuals, , 

How about the CAP Regulations? Do you know all there is to know 
about them? Of course you don't; no one does, All that is reouired 
is a general working knowledge of all regulations, 

Uniforms are a constant concern to all personnel and proper 
wearing of the uniform is good study material five or six times a year, 
Feople need reminding on these things, 

Keep the program varied, 30 to-4C minutes for each class, plus 
a business session, This makes a good weekly meeting, - 

Let's hope that no one in the Wing is ever heard to say, “We 
don't have anything to use in senior training",

This 
material must be received at Wing Headquarters on or before the 10th 
of the month following the month being reported. All special events, 
actual missions, or SARCAPS should be sent to Wing Headquarters within 
li days of the last date of the activity. A full IO report is most 
important. These reports should be forwarded in triplicate, 

The Wing Information staff can help you only as you indicate 
your needs, Sample releases of wing-wide interest will be sent to 
you for local adaptation, Radio and TV spots will be sent, Just let 
us know what you need to do a better job and we'll get the material 
or the information to you just as soon as possible, 

Any material sent to you from Region and Natiorial should be 
utilized to the maximum, This is costly mailing. Don't let it gather 
dust in a desk drawer, 

Be familiar with the new Io responsibility in the recruiting of 
Patron Members and Members~at-large, This is a most. important project 
and the IO must start now to fulfill his obligation with regard to 
this program, 

In the Florida Wing, between 11 and 14 units have been reporting.

CARRYING OUR FAIR SHARE OF 
THE WORKLOAD... .I recently lost 
an uncle who hod three things to 
soy as to why he felt that some of 
the things he did lead him to a suc- 
cessful life. It so happens that this 
man lived to be 86 years of age and 
practiced what he soid for many, 
many years. 

Although I can remember hear- 
ing this saying during my past years, 
the Associated Press picked up his 
sayings and recently ran them in an 
article on his recent passing away. 
His saying went something like this:. 
(N)A business failswhen it does not 
make a profit (2)It poys to be friend- 
ly to ones competitors (3)You have 
toswear at your friends and fellow 
workers every nowandthento drive 
home a paint. 

Let us see how this wouldbe ap- 
plicable to running a CAP unit. 
First of all, the measurement of the profit on a CAP unit would be its 
evaluation periodically. How can we decide when a CAP unit is 
turning a profit or operating at a loss? The main way of judging 
success of any size unit is the establishment of a quota system and 
then an evaluation system that was as fair as possible to measure the 
accomplishment of these quotas. 

Friendliness to our competitors seems to be out of place until you 
stop and think exactly what it means. Translated to CAP, friendliness 
to competitors means competing with neighboring units, but at the 
same time, working with extreme harmony and good will towards the 
accomplishment of the mission. This is porticularly important for those 
units which share a common town or community. This is most impor- 
tant in some of our larger cities where numerous units share people, 
airports and most important ,newspopersand othermedia. In my opin- 
ion, it is most important to have friendly competition, but | have 
known cases where neighboring squadrons would not even talk to one 
enother. This is corrying the competition too for. We must all re- 
member that we are wearing the same wing patch, True, we would 
oll like to see our units as the best in the wing, but we must all re- 
member that weare all part of the overall! National and Wing program 
and corry a responsibility to show this. 

Unlike my Uncle,! do not go alongwith swearing at people, but 
I have beenknown to raise my voice to get a point across and | have 
also been known to get quite loud and disturbed when | am making a 
point. At times, | believe that | would do almost anything to urge 
you people forward toward accomplishment of the goals. 

The Plans section ofthe wing is working on a Group and Squadron 
evaluation system patterned after the National Evaluation of wings, 
that will be broken down into catagories. Evaluation will be for 
Cadet Squadrons, Senior Squadrons and Composite Squadrons as well 
as for Cadet Groups andComposite Groups. This new evaluation pro- 
gram will be placed into effect with the year end 1963 Figures. This 
should be published by late February and evaluations will be quarterly, 
We, at wing, feel this will let our 125 units know how they stand. 

As you all begin the new year, please think of these three sug- 
gestions toward success that this one man found so helpful. In stop- 
ping to think of them carefully, I'm sure you will agree that they 
have their place in CAP,

The Florida Wing has now mov- 
ed into first place Nationally in 
Percent of COP quota for the month 
ended 30 November. Florida has 
a percentage of 83.6% to lead 
Kansas which has 79.6%. 

The Florida Wing has produced 
97 COP's out of its annual quota 
of 16. This is the first time this 
year that the Florida Wing has been 
able to move into the number one 
position in COP's. Last month 
Florida Wing moved into second 
from third place, where it had 
been for three months in a row. 

Col. duPont, Wing Commander, 
said on December léth, that the 
Wing had 113 COP's awarded or 
pending, and that it was almost 
sure of making its quota of 116 be- 
fore the 31 December deadline, 
He also said that it would be im- 
possible to determine the Wing's 
National Standing during the mid- 
dle of the month, but that he was 
pleasedwith the progress the wing 
had made during this last month. 
He noted in porticular that Group 
1 had produced 8 COP's so far 
this month which accounted for 
the largest portion of those recei- 
ved this month, 

The Wing Commander also no- 
ted that the units and personnel of 
the Florida Wing usually came 
through in fine shape when backed 
up against the wall, and showed 
fine competitive spirit.

This is one of the great 
untold stories of the war - a 
story whose final chapter has 
not vel been written. 

"Flying Mimle Men" is

Inits ranks were million- 
aires lo shoe clerks, lawyers 
and mechanics, doctors and 
plumbers, professional wo- 
men and housewives - all of 
them aviation enthusiasts 
with something lo contribute. 

This was the army that 
flew more than 24 million 
miles over the Atlantic and 
Gulf in single-engined land- 
planes to help win the battle 
against German U-boats that 
were preying on coastal ship- 
bing early in the war; and it 
should be noted thal, for one 
period - at the start of the 
war - this CAP was the only 
agency that was able to take 
any real action toward con- 
trolling the submarine men- 
ace. This civilian flying unit 
was the army that furnished 
the Regular Army and de- 
fense plants with an efficient 
aerial courier service; that 
lowed targets for anti-air- 
craft batlerics and tracked 
for searchlight crews; that 
flew sentry duly along the 
Mexican border, on watch 
for spies and sabcteurs; that 
spolted forest fires, rushed 
medicines and supplies by air 
to flood disaster areas, and 
localcd lost plane after lost 
plane in) mountainous and 
wooded terrain.

CHAPTER ONE 


There was a time early in 1942 when Nazi submarines were bagging 
two or three vessels a day along the East Coast and in the Gulf of 
Mexico. The entire!, 200-mile|sea frontier from Halifax to the Florida 
Keys was protected by some antiquated subchasers, five old Eagle boots, 
three ocean-going yachts, fewer than a dozen Coast Guard ships, four 
blimps, and a handful of airplanes. During those first desperate months 
ofter the United States was plunged into war, the Navy was spread far 
too thin to keep the Nazi sharks at bay - and the tankerman who soil- 
ed past Cape Hatteras alive counted himself lucky. 

Twelve vesselswent down in January, 42 took the plunge in March, 
and by May the toll of shipping was soterrible that no figures on losses 
were released to the public. For several humiliating weeks, all coastal 
vessels were ordered to put up in harbors until convoys could be organ- 
ized. Danger lurked along the waterfront. Mysterious blinkers contac- 
ted offshore craft at night; enemy agents rubbed shoulders with sailors 
in bars and restaurants, alert for news of ship movements; short-wave 
sets concealed in ottics and basements relayed information from towns 
and cities along the coast. Eight Nazi soboteurs, schooled in the arts 
of death and destruction, were actually intercepted by alert Coast 
Guard sentries. Four Nazies landed on a Florida beach, and the other 
four near the eastern tip of Long Island after disembarking from sub- 
marines in rubber boats. : 

The 245-foot transatlantic monsters, spowned in the pensat Laurent, 
Bremen, and Wilhelmshaven, |became brazenly impudent. They sonk 
a ship in the mouth of the Connecticut River, potted two mare in the 
Saint Lawrence, and crept up into the Lower Mississippi to threaten 
shipping plying out of New Orleans. Before dim-outs were ordered 
along the coast, the U-boats turned the waters off brightly lighted re- 
sort cities into shooting galleries, ramming torpedoes into shorply sil- 
houetted tankers and merchantman within sight of the boardwalk crowds. 
Sometimes, in order to conserve their "tin-fish, “ subs blasted shipping 
with their two formidable four-inch guns, which more than matched the 
ermament carried by most U.S. potrol boats. On occasion, U-boat 
crews even hung out their wash and took sunbaths on deck when their 
crafts surfaced to charge batteries. 

Wild stories - reminiscent,of same that went the rounds during the 
First World War - told how theater tickets from Miami showhouses, 
milk bottles with the stamp of a Miami diary, and bread-wrappings 
from a Miami bokery had been found aboard o submarine captured off 
Florida. These tales were later discredited, but the fact that they 
were accepted by many persans as the truth is evidence of the jittery 

! state of the nation during those hectic, embattled days. 
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Gsoline and oil shortages were growing in the Eastern states os 
tanker after tanker was torpedoed and turned into agiagantic funeral 
pyre after leaving Texas refineries bound for Northern ports. Tanks 
and guns and ammunition intended for Russia and England were often 
divertedto the bottom of the oceana few hours after leaving American 
harbors. Submarines were operating close to land, frequently attacking 
their victims from the inshore side. 

Civilians along the coast wanted to help, but there was little they 
could do except to stare in horror at charred corpses washed up by the 
tide on oil-drenched, wreckage-littered beaches. Off Miami, Floride, 
and off Provencetown, Massachusetts, they did race to the rescue in 
motorboats to pull sputtering, half-dead seamen and soldiers out of the 
ocean - the latter being survivors of a troopship torpedoed near the 
fashionable art colony. But there seemed to be little that either the 
military of civilians could do to stem the tide of distruction. It was 
like trying to battle o giant with a fly-swatter. 

There were many in this country who were unprepared for the shock 
of Pearl Harbor, who didn't believe this country ran any real danger of 
becoming involved in Europe or in the Pacific. But most of America's 
civilian airmen were awake. They reasoned that in a national emer- 
gency their special training and their planes could be utilized to sup- 
pliment the military. At the same time, they realized that they would 
have to work as an organized force if they were to function effectively 
as an aid to the Army and Navy. 

Long before the Civil Air Patrol become an official body on th: 
first day of December in 1941, fliers were being organized for potentia’ 
military operations, and planes and technicians were being lined us 
by local units. The training program was geared from the first to whis 
the squadrons into shape for the emergency missions they were later te 
run off under military control. 

As more flights and squadrons mushroomed into being in towns anc 
citlesall around the country, and as the situationalong the coast grev 
worse, the personnel of CAP became increasingly insistant thot the; 
be given the job of patrolling the sub-infested offshore waters. 

By February 1942, the situction had reached a critical stage. It 
was then that William D. Mason, loter o director of the Petroleu: 
Administration for War, on leave from the Sun Oi! Company to supervis 
security for oil shipments, pushed the plan to employ men ond plane 
of the newly formed Civil Air Patrol as submarine spotters. Himself 
member of the nation-wide organization of civilian airmen which ha 
gone into operation under the Office of Civilian Defense on Decembe 
1, 1941, to give wings to the nation's home defense needs, Mason we 


onvinced that private fliers in small planes could play o big part in 
checking the terrible toll of shipping being taken by the German wolf- 
pocks. He discussed the project with Major General John F. Curry, 
national commander of the Patrol, early in February. But money for 
bases, along with a directive from the Air Force's General Henry H. 
Arnold, was needed before the Minute Men of theAircould be author- 
ized to fly over the shipping lanes. 

J. Howard Pew, president of Sun Oil Company, advanced $10,000 
33 an initia requirm requirement establishment of coastal potrol bases. 
Chis amount later was increased by some $8,000 by Sun, and other oil 
companies contributions swelled the amount to about $45,000. When 
the Air Force later noted the fine work of the CAP on coastal patrol 
missions, it assumed the financial burden. 


The first reaction of most Army and Navy brass, however, was 
strictly negative. It was troublesome enough to have civilians flying 
their little planes over inland areas, they thought, and it would be 
twice as bad to have them clutter up the already confused situation 
along the coast. Besides, they asked, what good were country-club 
pilots in single-engine land-planes when it came to policing the ocean 
highwoys? These missions would have to be flown 40 or 50 miles off- 
shore and were rugged enough to give a real workout to the service air- 
craft and pilots of the First Bomber Command. 

In the meantime, more ships were being sunk, and the Army and 
Novy still lacked strength to offer much more than token protection. 
The oil industry and spokesmen for the maritime unions demanded that 
something be done to give crews and cargoes an even break. Civilian 
planesand pilots might be able to help. Why not give them a chance? 

“We may not sink any submarines, " soid Gill Robb Wilson, the 
New York Herald Tribune's aviation writer, who was then CAP's nat~ 
ional executive officer, "but we might be able to frighten them into 
staying below the surface. That would reduce their speed and the ac~ 
curacy of their fire would suffer, giving our shipping a fighting chance. 
They wouldn't be knocked over like sitting ducks as they are now." 

It was Finally agreed that experimental boses were to be set up im- 
mediately at Atlantic City, New Jersey, and Rehoboth, Delaware. A 
third was to be activated at West Palm Beach, Florida, shortly after 
the two Northern stations commenced operations. A grant of $18,000 
was allowed for the maintenance of the bases during a 90-day trial 
period. The “hot spots” they covered werew idely known as ship grave- 
yards, where sinkings were almost daily occurrences. 

To Atlantic City and to Rehoboth in late February and early March 
of 1942, came some of the best-qualified civilian pilotsin the country, 
many of them brining along their own planes, two-way radios, and 
spore parts. Most of the early arrivals were Easterners, but the ones 
who came later to bases up and down the coast were from 45 different 
states. They were picked men - pilots with hundreds of hours of flying 
time, much of it on cross-country flights, who had been given dry-land 
training for the incredible job they were about to tackle. Among them 
were barnstormers, lawyers, bus - drivers, manufacturers, mechanics, 
doctors and shoe clerks. Weolthy Manhattan brokers like Tome Eastman 
shared the assignment with menlike the late Ben Berger,a former Den- 
ver bakery truck driver who died in a crash at Atlantic City on Easter 
Sunday , 1943. Dozens of the active-duty volunteers junked their busi- 
nesses and jobs for months or years. Some brought their wives along. 
Many of the women worked as typists, communications specialists, and 
plotting board operators - jobs they shared with local volunteers. A 
number of the girls at the bases were pilots in their own right, but the 
coastal patrol flying duty was barred to them because of the risks con- 
nected with the overwater missions.

Feldman,a native of Hungary, 
came to the United States in 1930 
when | a pre-Hitler wave of anti- 
semitism forced him out of medical 
college. He is the sole survivor 
of a family killed by the Nozis. 
In New Yq rk he became a mech- 
anic, an American Citizen, a 
pilot and a member of CAP.

The Selection process for the 
National Cadet Special Activities 
will take place on Saturday, 18 
January, at the Robert Meyer Mo- 
tor Inn. 

80 Cadets will be airlifted from 
their home towns, arriving in Or- 
lando about 9 AM. These cadets 
will be driven from the airport to 
the Robert Meyer Motor Inn, where 
they will register for their room 
and change into class B (no tie) 
uniform. 

After registration, the cadets 
will proceed to the two testing 
rooms where they will be given 
multiple-choice written exams. 
Two types of exams will be given: 
The first,o general leadership ex- 
amination and the second a spec- 
ialty exam covering each of the 
National Special Activities, such 
as IACE, SAOC and JOC. 

For example, assuming a cad- 
et has applied for IACE,JOC and 
SAOC. After registration, the 
cadet will proceed to examining 
Room #1 where he will take the 
officership examination. After 
that, the cadet will take the 
specialty exams for IACE, JOC 
and SAOC, since he has applied 
for these courses. 

After a group luncheon with 
the other cadets, he will becalled 
before the seven-member selec- 
tion board in alphabetical order. 
He will be instructed to remove 
his name plate and will be known 
to the selection board by number 
only.

You're a pilot. Every hour 
you can steal you spend in a small 
fast moving compartment surround- 
ed by dials and guages... a pri- 
vate world of yourown... a world 
you know and love. But today 
you're not flying for pleasure. To- 
day you're flying for survival. 
You're on a CAP Search and Res- 
cue Mission ...a REDCAP! 

It started the night before. You 
were spending a quiet evening at 
home watching the midnight movie 
when the phone rang. Reluctantly 
you left your TV set and answered 
it. Phil Swanson, your Squadron 
Operations Officer was on the 
other end of the line. 

“Bob, we're on alert. Some- 
one in a Piper Colt hosn't been 
heard from since noon. No, it 
isn't anyone we know. Briefing 
is set for 0600 at the field.” You 
told him you'd be there. 

You went back to the movie 
but your mind wasn't on TV any 
more. You were thinking about 
the pilot somewhere out there in 
the dark... alone, maybe hurt, 
maybe dying...maybe evendead, 
ond you begrudged the fact that 
nothing could be done about it 
until morning. 

You didn't need the alarm to 
wake you. You hed been lying in 
bed waiting for it toring for hours. 
It finally did and shivering in the 
early morning cold you slipped 
into your flight suit. Pale gold 
was rimming the eastern sky as you 
drove the few miles to the field. 
The air was damp and a misty fog 
clung to the ground. Damnl This 
you knew would delay your take- 
off, 

The briefing room wasalready 
crowded when you arrived. Peo- 
ple were huddled in small groups; 
some around a long, map filled 
table; some at the big blackboard;

munications was being set up and 
radio operators, adjusting their 
gear, were getting the net into 
operation. There were women 
busy ot phones and typewriters. 
Cadets were gathering forms and 
placing them in piles on various 
small tables. This was SAR in ac- 
tion. This was but one group of 
CAP members in the area voluntar- 
ily responding toacall for help... 
and there were others, all over 
the nation, ready to do the same. 

You went over to the table 
marked "Registration" and signed 
in. Phil saw you and called you 
over to the table with the maps. 
Someone handed you a cup of cof- 
fee and you gulped it. It was bit- 
ter, but the warmth felt good go- 
ing down your throat. 

“The whole southern port of 
the state has been called aut on 
this one." Phil told you, “Col. 
Wilson is Mission Coordinator. 
Briefing in 10 minutes.” 


You looked down at the maze 
of maps...all marked up inheov- 
ily boardered sections with numbers 
on them. "God," you thought, 
"What a hellova lot of territory to 
cover.” 


Col . Wilson arrived and every- 
one gathered around the large ta- 
ble. You looked at the people all 
around you. You knew most of 
them. These were the same people 
who always came to the meetings; 
attended conferences;went to en- 
campments; took the educational 
courses; these were the workers of 
the organization. Some were pilots 
many were not. Some would be 
observers on this mission, others 
would handle communications, or 
ground support, or work in the in- 
formation section,or on the flight 
line, or run errands, or do the 
necessary paper work. All were 
needed, There would be something 
e . t 
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You listened to the briefing in 
silence and asked questions in 
hushed tones. There was no joking 
or kidding around because this was 
serious business. You found out 
more about the mission. You learn- 
ed thot the pilot was only a kid 
with a student ticket. Yesterday 
at noonhe rented the aircroft and 
flew to the practice area about 5 
miles from the field. He had six 
hours of fuel aboard. At sundown, 
when he failed to return to the 
field, Eastern Air Rescue Service 
was notified and the mission was 
called. 


You sow the other pilots look- 
ing at each other. They all knew 
that this would be a rough one to 
locate. With six hours fuel he 
could have gone down anywhere, 
in any direction. 


The briefing over, you were 
assigned your search oreo and an 
observer. Together you planned 
your navigation and search pottern, 
estimated the time it would take 
you to cover the area, filled out 
your briefing form and checked 
out your aircraft. By this time the 
fog had burned off and you were 
able to start the search. 


Now you're flying back and 
forth over desolate swampland, 
peering at the ground, straining 
your eyes for any sign of wreckage 
or life. You... and others like 
you... in other aircraft, in dif- 
ferent search areas... all volun- 
teering time, talent, equipment, 
and just plain hard work... not 
for pay, not for fun, but for sur- 
vival. You may not be the one to 
find the missing pilot. He may not 
even be found at all, but you'll 
keep looking until you're ordered 
to stop. You'll keep looking and 
thank God that others will keep 
looking too, because if not now, 
maybe soon your life may depend

STUDENTS DESIGN AND 
BUILD JET ENGINE 


If you had walked into the en- 
gine shop at Embry-Riddle Aero- 
nautical Institute recently, you 
would have found a beehive of 
measuring, sawing, cutting and 
welding. This activity, with all 
it's hustle and bustleresulted ino 
new jet engine being rolled out 
of the shop on November Ist. The 
design and building of the engine 
was under the direction of Willard 
Bolton, Powerplant Instructor and 
proud coretaker of the Nazi jet 
engine, “Bolton's Baby". It was 
only fitting and proper that this 
engine, built by the students, also 
have a name. In honor of their 
instructor it has been christened 
"Bolton's Baby, Jr.” 

The engine has been designed 
around an old B-I7 exhaust super- 
charger. With a few modifications 
here and there,a lubrications sys- 


tem was installed. Next came the 
making of air ducting and adding 
a single combustion chamber. A 
tail cone was fabricated, instru- 
ment panel and fuel control system 
installed to complete the engine. 


The first attempt to start the 
engine failed due to a low com- 
pressar speed. This was corrected 
the next day by using an electric 
motor to bring the compressor up 
to starting speed. This second 
attempt sow Jr. breathe it's first 
breath of fresh Florida air. 


The engine nowhas over three 
hours of running time while the 
R.P.M.'shave been held just un- 
der 10,000. Future plans for the 
engine call for the addition of a 
water injection system. The happy 
porents have other engines and 
projects on the drawing boards.

This major ac- 
cident, which occurred during 
winter condition in rough terrain, 
revealed thot aircrews were becom= 
ing complacent about the hozards 
associated with post accident sur- 
Vival and are therefore making in- 
adequate preparations for bailout 
or forced landing contingencies. 


In this accident one passenger 
and three crew members died be- 
cause of exposure after a success~ 
ful bailout. All were clad in sum- 
mer flying suits except the passen~ 
gers who were wearing uniforms. 
There was no survival gear aboord 
the aircraft nor was there any sur- 
vival gear carried by the indlvi- 
duals.

It ishard- 
ly conceivable that you can carry 
all the equipment that is necessory 
to set up a cozy camp, however, 
there are a few things you can do 
to insure o sale survival should it 
ever happen to you. Moke your~ 
self o small kit with waterproof 
matches, a compass, o knife ond 
some musquitoe repelent. Alwoys 
weor high top shoes when flying 
ond have some light weight gloves. 
Carry some condy bars in your po~ 
ckel or in your flying suit. Hf 4 
were flying one of those single en- 
gine jobs, | would also take along 
some water. Use an empty Clorox 
bottle for example, it's made of 
plastic. 

What you decide to wear and 
toke when you fly is up to the in- 
dividual. However, | feel Squad- 
ron Commanders and even Task 
Force Commanders should encoura- 
ge CAP pilots ond observers to 
have adequate clothes and equip- 
ment to perform the mission with 
due regard for terrain in the event 
of 0 forced landing. Let's at least 
practice what we preach!

Many of the medical sectlon 
problems thot present themselves at 
squadron level could be prevented 
or easily solved. As In almost any 
fleldthe simplest solutlon Is to ob- 
toln the services| of on expert. 
Stated brlefly, this means: recrult 
© squadron medical officer and 
then give him all the cooperation 
you can. This will automatically 
reduce the problems to a minimum. 

Desptte popular misconception 
there ts analmost unlimited supply 
of medical officers avallable to 
CAP units. Physicians, beth MD 
and DO are eligible for appolnt- 
ment as unit medicol officers. This 
some regulotlon authorizes app- 
olntment of dentists and registered 
nurses os assistant unit medicol 
officers. CertoInly in ony area 
large enough to support a CAP 
unit there are doctors, dentists and 
nurses to be found. It's true that 
many of these people are already 
overburdened with thelr routine 
professional activities. A well 
orgonfzed CAP unit can, however, 
operate In such manner as to re- 
quire very lIttle of thelr time. By 
assigning on interested senior mem~ 
ber to the medical sectlon it Is 
possibleto reduce demands on the 
medical offtcers time, other than 
fer guidance. 

It isopparent that the first step 
In recrulting a medical officer Is 
careful selection of a responsible 
squadron member who can suport, 
and at times direct the medical 
section actlvitfes. PartIculorly 
sulted are tralned and quallfled 
flest ofders, lab technicians, doc- 
tor's office assistants, ambulance 
drivers, X-Ray techniclans, pol- 
Icemen, fireman or hospitel blood 
bank employees, and many others.

During the Initial patrol, which 
lostedon hour and tenminutes, the 
Pioneer wave-scrapers sow nothing 
except a lo! of water,a few plod- 
ding freighters, and some oil pat- 
ches. The later had significance of 
a sort;they were probably from ton- 
kers previously sunk in the orec, 

Not nearly s0 peaceful was the 
maiden flight out of Atlantic City 
a few days later, Mojor Wynant 
C .Farr, portly New York cardboard 
manufacturer who took over os Pat- 
tol Force One's commander shortly 
after GIil Robb Wilton opened up 
the bose, Iitted hl yellow Falr= 
child off the runway of the Munt- 
cipal Alrport. Basidehimwas cigar 
chewing Al Muthig, who used to 
fly wlth Forr around Walden, New 
York. There were no life-vests 
aboord-just on inflated inner-tube 
which lay onthe cabin floor. They 
hod been teld to“get on your radio 
ond yell bloody-murder for help" 
in the event they hod to comedown 
in the water. As they circled the 
field, then headed out over Hamid’s 
Hi llion Dollar Pier, Farr ond Muthig 
suddenly reolized that this would 
be their First ride aver the ocean. 
A few minutes later they were far 
fram share, heading out over the 
vast Atlantic with anly a few fish- 
ing boots belowto keep them com- 


Pony. 


Fifleen minutes out of Atlantic 
City things stortedto happen. They 
spatted the floundering hulk of a 
torpedoed tanker, which by some 
miracle had not caught fire ond was 
stillafloot. Ata safe distance from 
the stricken vessel, Farr and Muthlg 
could make out the bobbing heads 
of the surviving crewmen, who were 
taking no chances of being trapped 
by o deloyed explosion. Near the 
bow of the ship, where the torpedo 
hodelpped Into her, floated the limp 
bodies of several sallore who had 
been caught belew dacks when the 
torpedo struck, 

Muthlg rodioed the bose for halp 
ond Farr circled the tonker, wag- 
gling his wings. The men In the 
water understood thot ald was on 
the way and waved weakly. In less 
thon an hour, a Coast Guard cutter 
come speeding out over the ocean 
and gathered in the survivors. 

The yellow plone buzzed north~ 
ward ogain, Its course set for New 
York Harbor. By the tlme It return- 
edtoAtlantic City nearly five hours 
after take-off with its fuel guoge 
edging toward the empty mark, Farr 
and Muthig had also sighted seven 
floating badies,on empty lifeboat, 
andonopplecrate. There had been 
no submarines but evidence of their 
presence had been plentiful.

job. Planes from Rohoboth flew rectangular patterns over the slow-moving 
freighters and tonkers from Winter Quarter Light north to Delawore Bay, 
where planes fromAtlontic City took over convoy chores, shepherding 
the ships into New York Harbor.

From the lirst, the dawn-to-dusk patro! planes, flying in pairs for 
mutual protection, spatted subs for the Army and Navy. Sometimes, 
as In the first encounter near Cope May they forced U-boots to crash- 
dive just as they were about to attack o lumbering oiler or merchantman. 
And from the very beginning, the CAP saved lives by radioing the posi- 
Hon of ships in distress and the location of survivors. 

In the early doys--and up to October 15,1942, when the Antisub- 
marine Command wos launched under the operational control of the 
Eastern and Gulf Sea Frontiers--the First Air Force, with headquarters 
at Mitchel Field, Long Island, was charged with protecting the East 
Coast from Maine to Virginia. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, the First Air Force had a strenalh of 
337 planes, including both fighters and bombers, and 57 of these were 
out of commission, At the time it had only two bases along the cocst, 
one at Langley Field, Virginia, and the other at Mitchel, It was fram 
these and From some later-established fields that CAP planes. o!!ed for 
assistance vio the Cape May Naval Air Station control headquarters 
when they spotted submarines.

The next step would be to com- 
muntcote with the family physicion 
of each squadron member. You 
may fInd a physician who not only 
flies but may own his own alr- 
craft. These should be the firs! 
to be approached since you will 
acquirea medical officer orlented 
in Aerospoce medicine with at 
least o basic knowledge of the 
gtound rules. 

Inquirles of the local olrport 
may turn up alrcroft owners who 
are quollffed to be medicol offl- 
cers. 

When recruiting a medical 
officer with no knowledge or ex- 
perlence with aircroft, it should 
be explcined that this does not 
rule out service te the unlt. Many 
squadrans have medicol sections 
commanded by physicians who 
have never been off the ground.

MIAMI ---- National Head- 
quarters has released the 1963 Nat- 
tonal Commanders evaluation of 
the fifty-two wings. 


For the second year in a row, 
the Florida Wing has been rated 
as the number two wing behind 
Delaware. Delaware scoreda total 
of 1770 points out of a possible 
2000, while Florida scored I711. 


The matn evaluation area In 
which Delaware outscored Florida 
was Senior Retention, ( renewal 
rate).

73 T-34’s 

ELLINGTON A F B Nationa! 
Headquarters -~~ CAP has announ= 
ced that It is to acquire 73 T-34 
aircraft for distribution to the 52 
wings in the near future. 

These aircraft, most of them in 
*moth balls* In Tucson, will have 
to have their engines overhauled 
as well as be relicensed. They 
have been formally accepted by 
the National Executive committee 
and have been offered to al! wings 
by a form letter. 

The estimated cost of the air- 
craft to the units will be about 
$3,000 for engine overhoul and 
relicensing. This cost wil! be paid 
by the unit that gets the aircraft 
shortly before delivery. 

Colonel du Pont told Gator 
CAPers that he has requested9 of 
these alrcroft but Feels that Florida 
will only be given 3 or 4 of the 
9 requested. Group Commanders 
have been asked for their com-

According to the latest Nat- 
tonal Statistical Report, CAP has 
52 wings, Sregions, 257 groups 
and 1951 squadrons and flights. 
This gives us a Natlonol total of 
2,268 units. 

Out of the total of 257 groups, 
Florida presently has 17. This ed- 
itorlal is a salute to the Group 
Commonders, the Group concept 
of management and will give a 
brief look into the life of a group 
commander. 

Having served as agroupcom- 
mander for nearly four years, | con- 
sider that I can speak with some 
degree of experience In the field. 
The 257 men who occupy the posi- 
tion of Group Commander have, 
perhaps, the most difficult lob to perform In CAP today. The group 
commander is anodd position. It always seems that he can never sot~ 
isfy elther the wing commander or the squadron commanders beneath 
him. He Is always attendingmeetings, elther having the riot act read 
to him or he fs conducting a squadron commanders call at which time 
he hears what is wrong with him, and his staff. There is too much 
paper work; not enough supplies; or the wing won't promote a squadron 
staff officer because the man Is not in ECS, but his case is special, 
and wing won't consider the remarks that were placed on the bottom 
of the form 2. 

The Florida Wing Is presently blessed with !7 of the hardest work= 
ing Group Commanders that could be obtained. Many are newly ap- 
pointedand many have similar CAP backgrounds. The average Florida 
Group Commander is 40 years and 7 months old, has been active in 
CAP for 8 years and 2 months, he or she attends an average of 1.6 
squadron meetings per week, not counting staff meetings or wing meet~ 
ings and spends an average of 22.8 hours per week on CAP business. 
(Thisis inaddition to working for aliving.) 11 of the 17GroupCom- 
manders areactive onchannel 3 and 7 and 8 Group Commanders are 
slated to work at summer encampments with 4 stating that they would 
possibly be able to serve some time during one of the 5 sessions. 

In Florida, Group Commanders have come up the ranks from lead 
squadron commander positions. Sixare ex-cadets turned senior member 
in years past and now are hard at work in the senior program. They 
vary from one year of service in CAP toa total of 14 years in two 
cases, Two Group Commanders visit three squadron meetings per 
week and seven average two squadron meetings per week. 

Wing Headquarters corresponds with the Group Commanders every 
three days via special Group Commanders Bulletins, which carry many 
announcements and reminders that the squadrons never see In the wing 
bulletin. Group Commanders have a weekly report and must supply 
details of the work week passedito the wing commander to analize. 

Wings not using Groups in the management of their Internal offairs 
don't know what they are missing. § believe that if | were asked for 
a single reason why the Florida Wing is so successful In almost every 
area, | would definitely say it was due to the work and effectiveness 
of the Group Commanders that we have in Florida. Every Graup Com- 
monder that we have In Florida hos more people in his Group and in 
some cases more units than many wings in the National program. It 
is these Group Commanders who are doing wing level work as Group 
Commanders, to whom | tip my hat. 

The Group Commander is the personal representative of the Wing 
Commander for the units that are assigned to his group. He fs fully re- 
sponsible for the performance of al! assigned units and at the same time 
hes full command authority over all assigned units, personnel, and 
CAP property. A Group Commanders job can be one of the most re- 
warding jobs in the CAP program. Self satisfaction Is one of the few 
rewards that a CAP member can look forward to receiving.

the story of 


CIVIL AIR PATROL 


FROM THE BOOK BY 
ROBERT E. NEPRUD 


To make financial matters even more pressing, per-diem checks 
were frequently as much as two months late. As a result, the men went 
up totheir necks In debt for room rent and meals. Some public-spirited 
residents of the two resort communities knew what was going on, although 
they never said anything about the hush~hush operations being run off 
under their noses, and either donated meals and other necessities out- 
right or helped by extending credit. But there were others, quite a few 
of them, who came to think of the patrol personnel as deadbeats. Oi! 
companies, knowing the grim necessity for keeping bases functioning 
sent in gas and oil. But some of the local distributors, overdue vouchers 
spread out in front of them, had harsh words for CAP. 

There was one precarious period during the early weeks when a tele- 
gram from theAtlantic City base arrived at National CAP Headquarters 
in Washington with the announcement: "Can't Pay our Bills. Being 
Evicted from Our Boording Houses" . Although $18,000 had been ear- 
marked under the Office of Civilian Defense to maintainthe experimen- 
tal bases,a new disbursing procedure had to be set up, and Major Ear! 
L. Johnson, national CAP commander, hurried to the Treasury to try 
to speed up the process of pushing through the tardy per-diem checks. 

In Atlantic City, meanwhile, Major Farr went to see the district 
manager of the Sun Oi! Company. Within ten minutes, a messenger 
was making the rounds of the company's service stations in the area, 
and tills were being emptied of greenbacks and silver. The courier 
returned with more than $/,000, enabling Farr to pay off the bose's most 
urgent debts. 

A few doys after Farr's eloquent wire to Washington, the Treasury 
coughed upthe CAP per-diem checks and the good news was sent ahead 
to Atlantic City that Colonel Harry H. Blee, the Air Force officer In 
charge of national operations and training, was on his way in anArmy 
plane with a double handful of the precious paper. When the Colonel 
stepped aut of his ship, Major Farr and his men accorded him a warm 
but fickle welcome. As soon as Blee handed the fat bundle to Farr, 
the Atlantic City commander bustled into the administration building 
with every man on the base stampeding after him. A day or so Sater, 
delivery was also made to Rehoboth. For a time, at least, the coastal 
patrol bases were out of hock. 

But money continued to be scarce, and It looked for a time as if 
the boys on the coast might have to give up. Then eight of the major 
oi! companies, informed by their ship captatns of the type of work CAP 
was doing, came to the rescue with a contribution of $40,000, known 
as the "Tanker Protection Fund". That donation, plus thousands of 
dollars from the pockets of some of the wealthier coastal patro! person- 
nel, helped keep the bases going when the battle for existence was on. 

CAP airmen flew In all kinds of weather, heading out over the 
choppy Atlantic on some disma! days when weather conditions were sa 
far below the prescribed minimum that Army and Navy patrol planes 
were held on the ground. Rohoboth, Atlantic City, and a number of 
other bases logged well overa millionmiles of overwater Flying apiece 
Tn less than o year and a half. At Rohoboth, which had more than its 
share of rocky weather, only two complete doys of potro! duty were 
missed during that period. 

“IF we could see half the runwoy and if the ceiling wasn't so low 
that we stuck our heads into it on the way to our ships-- we flew", is 
the way one pilot expressed it. Two of the first coastal patrol Fliers to 
qualify for the Duck Club, CAP's equivalent to the famed Caterpillar 
Club, were Lieutenants Ralph Binder and Jim Knox of the Atlantic City 
bose. They came down in the ocean off Cape May a few weeks after 
Patrol Force One got going. Ann Ackerman, the pretty brunette in the 
radio tawer, wasted no time when she heard Observer Binder yell into 
his radio: "We're taking a ducking!" She knew exactly where the 
plane was, thanks to a position report-~or" Prep Roger" --recelved only 
a Few minutes before. So she notified the Coast Guord, and a patrol 
bost was on Its way almost as soon as the CAP ship plopped into the 
ocean .{t was lucky for the two fliers that help came in a hurry. Binder 
had been knocked unconscious when the plane hit the water and big 
JimKnox,a rugged chapwho weighed 250 pounds and stood six-feet- 
three, suffered a broken hip. Somehow, in spite of shock and Intense 
pain, "Shorty" Knox dragged his observer out of the flooded cabin just 
before the plane sank. Binder had removed his life-vest shortly before 
the crash, so Knox had to hang on to his unconscious companion and 
try tohold his sagging headabave water in the turbulent seas. Several 
times Knox felt Binder start to slip out of his grasp, then he'd grab for 
a fresh hold. The ten minutes It tock for the "YP" boat to reach the 
scene seemed like ten hours to the weakening CAP lieutenant. When 
he saw the 83-foot cutter rolling and pitching in the towering seas,he 
shouted with all his remaining strength to attract the attention of the 
crewmen on deck. They sow the two bobbing heads in the water and 
maneuvered to take the wave battered survivors aboard.

LET'S WAIT UNTIL THE LAST 
MINUTE,... The Florida Wing is 
suffering from a spreading adminis- 
trative disease named, "Let's wait 
until the last minute". As of yet, 
there is no cure for this disease and 
the cure may be worse than the 
disease itself. 

As an example of this disease, 
Jet's take the matter of encampment 
applications. Last year the Florida 
‘Wing established three summer en- 
campments and sent cadets to three 
out of state encampments in order 
to satisfy the number of encamp- 
ment requests. This gave the Wing 
a total of 517 cadets, who success- 
fully completed the summer camp 
program, This year, with 41.6% duPont 
more cadets, and an earlier starting date, it is proper, | believe, to 
assume that the number of encampment applications would be some- 
where around 50°o more than last year. This would give Florida about 
9350 cadets who should apply for one of the encampments. 

On 26 April,as this paper goes to press, we have a booming total 
of 241 applications with only 4 days left to go before the previously 
published deadline for applications. Had we not extended the dead- 
tines for these applications we would have had only about 350 cadets 
who would be able to go to summer camp. 

Many seniors feel that Wing was going to extend the deadline 
anyway, so why rush ahead with these applications? The only reason 
that the deadlines were extended was to allow cadets to apply for 
camp who had been held back because seniors involved did not pub- 
licise the summer programs, or did not push to get the applications 
to Colonel Bass on time. 

Prior planning is absolutely necessary and mandatory to the suc~ 
cessful management of any business or Military unit. It is impossible 
to continue running the Florida Wing with this last minute rushing 
oround, Only 52 of our !06 Phase !! selection questionaires were 
back in the first two weeks. It is now five weeks since these ques- 
tionaires were due back at Wing anddespite six separate notices there 
are five squadrons that have still not responded to the requests for 
the selections, 

Would it surprise anyone to know that Florida and National Head- 
quarters have already set the dates and Jocations for the first three 
1965 Summer encampments? Did you know that the 1965 Special Ac- 
tivity Selections weekend will be 23-24 January 1965? 

Every time that this subject of administrative discipline comes up, 
someone invariably manages to mention that this is a volunteer or- 
ganization. This is little excuse for abuse of normal business proce~ 
dures. If something is worth doing, it is worth doing well. 

1 would like to make the suggestion, particularly to the squadron 
commanders in the Wing. Please plan your work. See what you have 
from higher headquarters that is delinquent, and see why it has not 
been sent back. Check with your staff and set up a system to see that 
this does not happen again. When you get one of the wing question- 
aires, answer it and send it right back the same day. Don't be one 
of thase units that has o reputation of always dragging its feet !

You have probably heard the 
sonic booms of aircraft flying fast- 
er than sound. But if you are like 
most Americans, you probably don't 
know what causes the sharp sound, 
what it can do, what it can't do, 
whether it is necessary. Since the 
‘booms' come without warning they 
startle - they might even make you 
angry . You can hear and feel them 
but you can't see them. Pressure 
waves build up around an aircraft 
flying faster than sound, spreading 
in all directions. If these sound 
waves are strong enough to reach 
the ground, you wil! hear a ‘boom’. 
Sonic booms are believed to be 
created only at the point where an 
aircraft exceeds the speed of sound. 
This is not true. Aircraft flying at 
super-sonic speed ‘drags a cone of 
sound" along its path. Pressure wa- 
ves created bya supersonic aircraft 
cause sound when they reach your 
ear. Any object that exceeds the 
speed of sound can make 'booms', 
rifle bullets, missiles... 
The strength of a boom which

THE DEADLINE FOR THE FIRST THREE ENCAMPMENTS has been 


reaches the ground varies depending 
on the aircraft's altitude, size , 
weight, and speed. Temperature, 
wind, terrain and moisture in the 
air affect its strength, Air Force 
research has proved that the boom 
pressures can't directly injure peo- 
ple, but a strong boom may break 
glass or aggravate plaster cracks. 

The Air Force and other organi- 
zations are trying in every way to 
reduce the annoyance of these sonic 
booms. The Air Force now restricts 
supersonic flights to high altitudes 
which increases the distance that 
the pressure cone must travel to 
reach the ground ...resulting in a 
weaker soundheardat ground level. 

Air Force pilots flying super- 
sonic aircraft are mature, dedicated 
carefully trained men whorisk their 
lives to perfect their ability to pro- 
tect us. They are on directed mis- 
sions - not 'stunting' or ‘hot rod- 
ding'. Understand the need for 
supersonic flights. Everything pos- 
sible is being done to reduce the 
effects of sonic booms.

The proper wearing of the uniform may seemremoate to being num- 
ber one, but it is important to our maintaining our proper perspective. 
Equally important is military courtesy and discipline, particularly in 
administration. We can not get sloppy now, or ever again. 

We have come a long way in 23 years, particularly of late. We 
are not in the Hall of Fame, but we are moving in that direction.

Park Cadet Squadrons. 


VENICE --- The fast growing 
cadet program of the Venice Squad- 
ron under the command of Ist Lt. 
John DeBoltz, has begun a series of 
basic seorch and rescue training 
missions utilizing their cadets in 
the ground rescue work, 

On April 18, 25 cadets and 5 
seniors set up a field rescue head- 
quarters in the deep wooded area 
near Venice. Using tents for shel- 
ter the program consisted of field 
first aid, military training and dis- 
ciplin, physical fitness tests and 
practice search and rescue of down- 
ed pilots.

Captain Everett M. Smith was 
the full name ofa small, dark hair- 
ed man in his early fifties whose 
mechanical! wizardry became leg- 
endry. A veteran of the First World 
Wer, he had worked with aircraft 
during most of his adult life, and 
had once designed and built a very 
flyable airplane.He had assembled 
P~40s for General Chennault'sFly- 
ing Tigers in China before the Unit- 
ed States was formally at wor with 
Jopan, later returning toa field 
near Wilmingtonas base mechanic. 
When High Sharp invited him to 
come along to Rehoboth, he accep- 
ted on the spot. 

Smitty was usually tinkering 
around in his workshop an hour be- 
fore dawn, and he often could be 
found among his benches and home- 
made machines and tools at mid- 
night. He trained young local boys 
anda few former automobile mech- 
anicsto help him dotricks with air- 
plane motors. When it became im- 
possible to have major overhauls 
made at inland stations, Smitty mar 
ufactured the special equipment hy 
needed with the help of a second- 
hand lathe and ao few hand-tools 
and did the job at Rehoboth. 

Captain Smith's safety devices 
were widely copied around the 
coastal circuit. One of his best 
known inventions was a door that 
could be tossed aside in a matter 
of seconds when a pilot was forced 
to crash-land in the ocean. Since 
one of the greatest hazzards to the 
downed pilots and observers was 
the danger of being trapped in the 
plane's cabin by the pressure of the 
water, the removable doors simpli- 
fied the process of leaving the wreck 
in a hurry. 

To make a ditched plone stay 
afloat, Smitty manufactured special 
tin cans that would fit into the rear 
of a Fairchild's fuselage. There 
were five of them, allo different 
shape .The cans not only prevented 
aplane from sinking like a rock,as

Tell the most interesting part 
of your story in the first paragraph. 
Keep it short and have your facts 
straight. Don't guess at names. 
Look them up. 

Unless you are a professional 
sites, don't try to write a full story. 
Write down the facts and hand them 
to the reporter in your area. He 
will write the story according to 
the style used by his paper. 


DON'T GO TO THE EDITOR 
OR PUBLISHER of acity daily news- 
paper. He is much too busy to be 
worried about stories. He makes 
up the poges of the paper. The 
paper hires reporters to write the 
stories. See the man or women re- 
porter on your beat. 

Write down the facts and names. 
Don't try to phone your story in un- 
less you hove a ‘real hot’ one. 
Names and places get garbled on 
the phone. Write it! 

If youhave photos for the paper 
make sure that they are Bx10 glossy 
black and white. Color pictures 
do not reproduce well in a news- 
poper. Editors prefer the larger 
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prints in most cases. Some weekly 
papers can use 5x7 prints, 

Papers prefer to have their own 
photographers take local pictures. 
Notify the paper in plenty of time 
to schedule a photo. Then remind 
them the day before of the appoint— 
ment. 

Keep a schedule of appoint— 
ments. Most sews photographers 
have several assignment each day. 
Don't keep him waiting or expect 
him to stay for your whole meeting. 
If you say 8 p.m. and the photo- 
grapher is there, stop what you are 
doing and set upthe photo then and 
there. Let him get on his way. 
You can always interupt your pro- 
gram long enough for the advan- 
tageous publicity your squadron 
will get from the photos.

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ALMOST A TRAGEDY 
Wednesday, 26 August, will long 
be remembered. This was the day 
Cleo chose to bear down on Florida 
and begin what was three day 
strike at the east coast of our state 
inflicting what some experts feel 
will be in excess of 100 million dol- 
lars damage as it made its way up 
the coost past Jacksonville. 

Needless to say, we were ready. 
Some two days before Cleo hit in 
South Florida, the wing was slowly 
placedon alert status by the Oper- 
ations section as various units under 
the task Force systemcame into the 
path of the storm. A mission num- 
ber was secured from the 3rd Res- du Pont 
erve Region under the domestic emergency plan and we were In busi- 
ness. When the storm actually hit, we were prepared. Hundreds of 
Channel 7 and Channel 3 as wel! as 26.62 stations went on the air. 
Many of these stations went off the air only when the power source 
quit about 4 in the morning. Still others went on thelr own emer- 
gency power, and some members went out to their cars in the winds 
in excess of !00 MPH to go moblle after they had lost their house 
power. The CD stations were manned by CAP members. Hospitals 
had their blood supply increased by mobile units that braved water 
and danger to move supplies. Emergency power unlts were transpor- 
ted and set up in locations for hospitals throughout the state. 

Obtaining an exact report on what the wing did to assist during 
the disaster is difficult at this early date, but estimates run as high 
as 80 units invalved totalling more than 1900 people on the alert and 
actually taking part in relief work. 

The outstanding fact about the hurricane Cleo and its path across 
Flarida is not so much what CAP actually did in the wee hours of 
the morning os it passed, but rather what CAP could have done if we 
had been needed in all parts of the state as the storm moved North. 
In retrospect, we have tried to determine what our capabillty would 
have been hod we been needed further, and the results would have 
been most impressive. 

Our Operations section feels that we were only used about 15% 
of ourcapacity since the storm although most damage was relatively 
light in the amount of accompanying rain and the long advance no~ 
tice that was received, 

Thisalert statusthat the wingretained was the largest effort per- 
hops, that has ever taken place in the wing in recent years. Never 
have | seen the spirit of cooperation higher nor the results better in 
such a short period of time. 

Anyone seeing the results of the CAP activities in and around 
the time of Cleo could not help but be most proud of our units and 
personnel.

As the aircraft circled to land 
six sets of noses were pressed tight 
against the windows for a better 
glimpse of the “mountains"... for 
most of these girls had never seen 
anything higher than a sand dune 
at) the ocean's edge. Waiting to 
meet (and greet) us were Colonel 
Hayes and Colonel Lewis of the 
Alabama Wing, and Lt .Frieda John- 
son, our hostess. 

The afternoon was spent getting 
settledat the motel, inspecting the 
Wing Headquarters, and sightsee~ 
ing, marveling at the rolling coun-~ 
try, colorful landscapes and gaping 
at "VALCAN", (the Iron Man vis- 
able from every corner of Birming- 
ham,)} who's tight burns blood red

The evening brought another 
brand new experience to many of 
the girls... dinner, consisting of 
Chinese food, with chop sticks... 
it was a tough fight for many but 
none of the girls 'chickened out’ 
to knives and forks. 

Thursday morning breakfast was 
heldcofeteria style in o restdurant 
five stories high. Every floor had 
tables, but. you had to go down to 
the main floor to pay the check. 

A flat tire delayed our arrival 
ot Gunter AFB, in Montgomery. 
Here we saw how the Medics turn 
mere airmen into expert coremen. 
The training equipment was out- 
standing. There was an actual 
mock-up of a field hospital com- 
plete in every detail - and they 
even had ao 'dummy' so real that 
it blead on demand! 

We had lunch at Gunter, our 
flat fixed at Moxwell AFB, and re- 
turned to Birmingham, tired, sleepy 
but hoppy . 

Jackets and shorts were uniform 
of the day. Friday. when our pil- 


CO station. 

After arriving we were led to 
the conclusion that things were 
fairly quiet for the time being, so 
from there we were directed tothe 
county Red Cross Station. 

We were immediately put on 
standby vehicle alert in co-ordin - 
ation with the other cor already 
in use. Our mission, we discov- 
ered, was to work in conjunction 
with the hurricane shelter areas. 

Through the treacherous night 
we made our runs from shelter to 
shelter. We traveled in pairs... 
Chris Carpenter, C2/Lt., with the 
Red Cross volunteer Mike, and 
C/B Charles Gayle with me. This 
was for three reasons. 1. In case 
the driver should get injured, the 
other would drive. 2. To help the 
driver to see where he was going, 
and 3. To boost the driver's mor- 
ale, which was rather low under 
such driving conditions. On many 
occasions, this wasthe scene:both 
driver and assistant with their heads 
forward, wet from their trips out- 
side staring into the lashing rain. 
The 120 mph winds and rain made 
visibility about 5-8 feet. Our big~ 
gest fears, however, were center- 
edaround the whipping practically 
invisible telephone wires that gen- 
erated electricity wherever they 
lashed. To top it off, ona few of 
the emergency cases which meant 


almost every run, it was necessary 
to average 45-55 mph. 


We were quite busy from 8pm 
to 2am, then we were 'grounded' 
because of excessive broken tele- 
phone !Ines in the area. 

We sat down, waited,and liv- 
ed on coffee. It was dul! compar- 
edto what we had been doing, but 
smashedw indows whichwe hurried 
to repair livened things upa little. 

We listened to some of the in- 
teresting phone calls such as one 
who asked ts to come to fix her 
storm shutters. More serious calls, 
women alonewith their roofs com- 
ming off, women needing transpor- 
tation to shelters because windows 
were shattering (we didn't go out 
on any of these cases since they 
weren't severe enough to risk our 
lives). 

At 4 o'clock we received o 
call saying we were to pick up 
four aids and transport them to a 
clinic. W knew we were going 
to have a 20 minute calm in the 
storm so both cars dashed out to 
pick up two passengers each. .It 
was our first glimpse of the city and 
we were shocked at the sight. Cleo 
had taken quite o bit of Ft. Laud- 
erdale with herl After alot of 
tree and wire jumping we deliver- 
ed the aids and.made it back to 
the station just in time. 

When things died down about 
10 am, we took some of the stil! 
stranded citizens home from the 
shelters, Returning from one such 
trip CS/Sgt. Rounds ond his cadet 
crew spotted us and volunteered as 
replacements. 

After being relieved of ou: 16 
hour duty we went home. !t may 
have been only |6 hours but each 
of us could show you threeegray 
hairs for each hour of that duty. 

After I7 hours sleep, | can soy 
that it is most rewarding to know 
that you have helped any amount 
of people, directly or indirectly 
during an emergency such as Cleo.

(The following is a directive issued 
by Lt.Col. Summerson regarding 
communications on Sunset Patrol) 


TO ALL UNITS: Directive #1:Sun- 
down Patrol! (Sunset Patrof). 

Sundown patrol will take place 
approximately twa hours or less be- 
fore sundown. 

Radio frequency 148.14 mc.will 
be loaned to the participents as a 
public service and a safety factor. 

The frequency will be used ex- 
clusively for this purpose fora per- 
iod of no more than 45 minutes. 
The time will start when the air- 
craft enters the patrol pattern and 
will end when the aircraft leaves 
the pattern. 

The|squadrons participating in 
the patrol will have one ground 
control only. 

The| aircraft while in the pat~ 
tern will communicate with this 
station only, in the event of radio 
failure of the ground control, any 
station may toke over to complete 
the patrol. 

In the event of participation 
of more than one squadron, each 
squadron will furnish one ground 
control for their oircraft. Com- 
municotions between ground control 
ond aircraft of each squadron will 
be permissable. 

Radio equipment used will be 
of sufficient power and quality to 
emit a clear and audable signal. 

Receivers at bath ground con- 
trol and in aircraft will be of a 
clarity | where repeating will be un- 
necessary.

Throughout the Nation, Civil 
Air Patrol celebrated CAP's birth- 
day with impressive ceremonies...

Twenty - three years old this 
month, CAP has, over the years, 
been malded into one of the larg- 
est civilian forces, trained and ded- 
icated to the savings of lives, and 
the education of American youth to 
the importance of Air Power in the 
Nation's defense and progress. 

From that summer in 1944 when 
Cadets attended their first encamp- 
ment to the present, the Cadet pro- 
gram has grown and matured to the 
point where many public and pri- 
vate schools are using the CAP ca- 
det training program as part of the 
curriculum.

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DID YOU KNOW THAT....a 
sonic boomisa strong pressure wave 
through the air created by 9h air- 
craft moving ot or above the speed 
of sound.
